Origin of Foxed. 


Little is known of the origin of 


the F.ox Indians. They are supposed 
to havev deserted their homes in 
Michigan before 1660 and to have 
treked around the southern shore of 
Lake Michigan into Wisconsin sett- 
ling oh the Wolf River in Waupaca 
county in about 1665. Here they 
were visited by Nicholas Perrot in 
1666 
and by Father Allouez in Ap- 


ril, 1670, weher he founded the mis- 
sion of St. Mark. 


But even at the time of this vis- 


it the Foxes a race of about 5,000 
population, had a bitter hatred to- 
ward the 
French. They claimed 


that their traders had been mistreat- 
ed on their visits at Montreal, and 
they demanded blood revenge. Some 
where about 1680 the Fox Indian* 
moved down to the head of Lake 
Winnebago occupying the shores of 
Little Lake Butte des Morts, whore 
the city of Nccnah is now located.

Throughout their course, the 
French authorities claim to have 
discerned the machinations of tho 
English, and the insidious influence 
of the Iroquois. .Study of the con- 
ditions leads to the'belief that this 
inflfluence is largely exaggerated, 
that the Foxes-who sought the aid 
of the- latter' in the struggle for In- 
dependence. •- The Poxes' 
reliance 


therein was upon barbaric strength, 
and not,upon, a rivarcivilization. 


Strong Indian Characters. 


Now and again 
one catches 


glimpses of heroic figures among 
the rebellious tribesmen. Pemousstt, 
hurtling the defiant cry at Dubisaon 
for his treachery, "Know that tho 
Renard^s ' immortal!" dying later 
a hostage at Montreal of the dread- 
id- disease of small-pox; Kiala, "the 
Instigator of all their misdeeds," of- 
fering himself a sacrifice for the 
life of his people, and dying in the 
tropical heats of the island of Mar- 
tinique. Shadowy figures these, but 
worthy to sand, in the hall of fame 
Beside the heroic Pontiac or the wily 
Tecumseh, witnesses'of the heroic 
impulse which stirs the heart of man 
dnd whether iin a white or a red 
man's spirit. 


"Striking an picturesque as are 


the various incidents of the 
Fox 


wars, it is by their influence upon 
history.that'their'importance must 
be judged. They led in the 
first 


place to a change in the trade routes 
in the Upper country- The Fox- 
Wisconsin waterway being controlled 
by this hostile • tribe, and the Illi- 
nois Chicago route often rendered 
unsafe, the routes by Lake Superior 
were developed,"the Grand Portage 
to the Nortwest discovered, and the 
far regions of Winnipeg, and Sas- 
katchewan opened by daring French 
explorers. On the other hand, com- 
munication by the usual router: be- 
tween Louisiana and Canada being 
interrupted, the portages from Erie 
and Ontario to tne1 Ohio were open- 
ed—an effect which brought about 
the clash of interests that resulted 
in, or rather precipitated, the French 
and Indian war. 


"Th« Fox wars likewise proved 


a training school for officers in the 
later colonial wars. St. Pierre and 
Coulon de Villiers, whom Washing- 
ton encountered in the Allegheny, 
.iad commanded in Wisconsin 
for 


many years. The elder and younger 
Marin, Celeron de Blainville, Dax- 
enard de Luaignan, Boucher de la 
Perriere, members of the Le Moyne 
Rcpentigny, and Ramezay families, 
all useful officer*! in the final strug- 
gle of New France, had learned the 
trade of war and the command of 
savage auxiliaries in the contests 
of the Upper Country. Charles de 
Landlade, bred at Mackinac, aided 
in the defeat of Braddock, 
and 


fought upon the Plains of Abraham. 


"Finally the Fox wars proved to 


be "the entering wedge of ruin for 
the French Dominion in America." 
Whether the great interior valleys 


to remain under French, or 


paae to English control, was . the 
problem- of the eighteenth century 
in America. The ohrtaate resist- 
ance at tWs on* barbarous tribe in 
the Western 
country, 
weakened 


French dominion over her savage 
allies and aet in motion forces that 
gave the rivers and prairies of the 
Great West to the Engliah-ipealdng 
race.

This places upon the 
individual the duty of eating not 
more' than one and one-half 
pounds of wheat products each 
week. .This is an absolute mili- 
tary necessity. The method of 
serving is being left entirely to 
the individual. If it can be done 
without foregoing' the use of 
wheat at any specified meal or 
on any day, the food administra-
